DRESSED-MEAT SHIPPERS FIGHTING 
FOR EXISTENCE. 
— — — "i 
Resort to Be Had to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission fer Justice and Liv- 
ing Rates—A Last Appeal to the Rail- 
roads—Good Chance for Chicago in the 
Northwest—Differential Passenger Fares 
A Gauzy Scheme. 

The shippers of dressed meats from this city 
are again moving in the matter of securing fairer 
and more reasonables rates on dressed meats 
than have heretofore been charged by the East- 
ern roads. The present exorbitant rates charged 
on dressed meats are stifling the dressed-meat 
industries and prevent them from competing o 
even terms with the live-stock interests. All a 
forts made by the dressed-meat shippers during 
the last year or two to secure fair and equitable 
rates have met with complete failure. Instead 
of making dressed-meat rates to correspond in a 
measure with the rates on live stock, the rail- 
roads have been raising them continually, until 
they have become almost prohibitory. The 
animus of the railroads in this matter is to 
foster the live-stock interests, it being 
claimed that the managers of some of the lead- 
ing Eastern roads are heavily interested in Chi- 
cago and other Western stock-yards, and there- 
fore they do not desire to have live-stock inter- 
ests crowded out by the dressed-beef interests. 
There can be no doubt thatif the dressed-beef 
interests were given a fair show by the railroads 
but little live stock would now be shipped to the 
East. The facthas been well established that 
the products of live stock killedin this city and 


other Western points find a readier sale in East- 
ern markets than the meat from cattle shipped 
to the East and killed there. The hardships cat- 
tle endure while en route to the Eastern markets 
shee ye 4 reduces their quality, and the dressed 
f ship east from Chicago is in much bet- 
ter condition, and is therefore referred 
by purchasers. But the obstacles put 
in the way of Western dressed-beef 
shippers by the railroads prevent them 
from getting a proper foothold. The leading 
-weat firms in this city have ndw deter- 
mined to make another effort to secure fair and 
reasonable rates on their products, believing 
that the Inter-State Commerce law will come to 
their aid if the railroads persist in their policy of 
crowding out the d beef interests to keep 
up the live-stock monopoly. Yesterday the fol- 
lowing request for a uction in rates was sent 
to the various Eastern roads engaged in dressed- 
beef transportation: 

»The undersigned, shippers of dressed meats, 
respectfully request a reduction of the rates of 
freight charged on dressed meats from Chicago 
and East St. Louis, UL, and Hammond, Ind., to 
Eastern points. .Weask this for the following 
among other reasons: (1) The rate now charged 
is an unjustand unreasonable charge for the serv- 
ices rendered; (2) the rate now exacted is great- 
er than the average rate exacted for several 
years prior to April 5, 1887, although that rate 
was unreasonabie and unjust for the services 
rendered; (8) under the present rate a greater 
compensation is asked for the transportation of 
dressed meats than for like kinds of property 
under substantially similar circumstances and 
conditions; (4) the. present rate subjects this 
particular description of traffic to an unjust and 
unreasonable disadvantage. In our judgment, 
the rate should not be more than on a basis of 
35 cents re 100 pounds from Chicago to New 
York. Ali freight paid by us hereafter for ship- 
ments of. meats under present rates 
will be paid under protest without further no- 
tice.”’

Company (S. W. Allerton, * Swift 
Co., Nelson Morris & Co., Armour Co., and 
Geo H. Hammond & Co. 

If Eastern railroads continue to ignore the 
ust demands of the above firms they mean to 
ring the matter to the attention of the National 

Railroad Commission, which they feel quite cer- 
tain will stop the unjust nation now be- 
ing practiced by the Eastern magnates. The 
last effort made by the above firms to secure re- 
dress was last December, when they sent a 
strong committee to New York to argue their 
case before Commissioner Fink. In their * 
ment at that time they gave strong reasons for 
demanding a ustment of the existing 
extortionate and unjust rates. These rates

Differential Passenger Fares. 

There is considerable difference of opinion be- 
tween the Western and Northwestern roads re- 
garding the refusal of the roadsin the Western 
States Passenger Association to put the differen- 
tial rate over the Chicago & Grand Trunk from 
Chicago east on the rate-sheets of the Western 
roads for basing purposes. The opinion is ex- 

sed that the refusal of the Western roads 
accept the differential of the Grand Trunk as 
a basing rate is contrary to the Inter-State Com- 
merce law, and by it they place themselves in a 
similarly untenable position as the Eastern 
roads on the commission question.

' HE KNIGHTS BARRED OUT. 


A Boycott of Labor Organizations by the 


Silveramiths. 

New Tonk, April 2.—[Special.]—Friday 
every Knight of Labor who has been hitherto 
employed in a silverware factory in this country 
will find his position vacant. He will be al- 
lowed to choose between seeking another trade, 


emigrating to another country, or resigning 
his membership as a Knight. The silversmiths 
huve considered the matter for a long time, and 


they announce that they will either conduct their 
business themselves or close their doors. The 
remote cause of this action was a difference be- 
tween Tiffany & Co. and the Knights of Labor 
last fall. There was a dispute over the regula- 
tions on piecework in their factory. A strike was 
ordered and the men won seemingly, as the firm 
conceded their demands. The victory consisted 
in gaining aclaim which they made. Its important 
result, however, was in setting the firm to think- 
ing. Asa member of the firm said today: We had 
men with us who had ‘been in our employ for 
thirty years. They had received good wages and 
we never had any trouble with them. They went 
out with the utmost reluctance. But they went. 
That was the important fact. It was made per- 
fectly evident that. the Knights of Labor con- 
trolled our employés to a greater extent than we. 
Now, we are business-men and have our capital 
invested. We cannot afford to let anybody con- 
duct our affairs but ourselves. And we propose 
to control them. If we cannot we will close our 
doors. That is all there is of it.” 

The ominousness of the situation from the 
business standpoint induced a general consulta- 
tion in the silyersmith trade. Arrangements 
were made to meet future aggressions from the 
“workingmen’s vacation association.“ as one 
Western correspondent styled it. The senti- 
ment of the trade was the one expressed above. 
The result has been evident by the late 
strike in the Whiting silver manufactory. Six 
weeks ago a Walking de teof the Knights of 
Labor, rconsul with the workmen in the 
chasing department, o a strike, and twen- 
ty-two men went out. out of twenty-six emplo 
The cause Was the employment of n ap- 
prentices. Because the number of apprentices 
was larger than the labor idea considered proper 
the men struck.

MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICAN REVIVAL. 

The banquet of the Massachusetts Club, 
tendered to the Republican United States 
Senators and Revresentatives of that State 
in Boston Saturday last, was an occasion of 
more than local significance, though its 
primary object was to bring about a revival 
which will restore the old-fashioned Kepub- 


lican majority next ‘all and remove the

MRS. HOWE’S SWINDLING OPERATIONS. 
The necessity for the advent of the fool- 
killer is painfully apparent in Boston. The 
career of the notorious swindler, Mrs. Howe, 
has been a matter of public gossip through- 
zut the length and breadth of the country. 
The victims of her 7 per cent a month trans- 
-actions were numbered by hundreds. She 
was arrested, tried, and sentenced to a term 
in the State’s prison. She served out her 
term, deliberately returned to Boston, and 


opened up business on the old style at the 


old stand. She managed to find victims 
enough to supply her with a living in fine 
style for a year and a half. When one of 


ask embarrassing questions she took the 
alarm, put several thousand dollars in her 
pockets which had been deposited with her, 
and skipped. She is now safely located in 
Canada, living in a fashionable residence 
and enjoying her money. 

It is impossible to feel very much sym- 
pathy with the women who have been vic- 
timized by this bold and cunning swindler, 
for they must. have put their money into her 
hands with a knowledge of her character, 
even if they did not understand that she 
could not pay them 84 per cent a year for its 
use, and yet it is inconceivable that she 
could have succeeded in duping them twice, 
and in such a bold-faced way! Evidently 
she must have had a low estimate of wom- 
an’s financial ability to have set up her 
swindling machine in the same place and 
to have made her appeals in precisely the 
same way that she did before. She evi- 
dently reasoned that her s t way to suc- 
cess was to conceal nothing, and that the 
more unreasonable and absurd her propo- 
sals were the more eagerly they would be 
snapped at, and the result shows that 
she was right. The victims swallowed 
the bait again, hook, bob, sinker, line, and 
all. It is not likely that she will have a third 
opportunity in Boston, though she may fish 
for gudgeons in Canada. Meanwhile it is 
possible that women in Boston have begun to 
realize that a sure 6 per cent a year from a 
male tyrant is better than a promise of 84 
from a woman, even though she sympathizes 
with their condition and is eager to. help 
them. The only exasperating part of the 
affair is that such swindlers can carry on 
their schemes with umpunity because of the 
dilatoriness of Congress in closing up the 
Canadian harbor of refuge and opening the 
doors of our prisons for them. 


WANTED—A NEW DETECTIVE FORCE. 

The Chicago detective force as at present 
organized is almost worthless, and the $56,833 
expended on it annually is wasted. There is 
a universal demand for reform. The force 
was apparently organized to find places for 
political friends of the late Mayor and the 
boodle Aldermen. It consists of two Lieu- 
tenants with codrdinate authority, a secre- 
tary, a photographer, two pawnshop inspect- 
ors, and “forty patrolmen in plain clothing 
at Central Station at $1,275." One of the 
first duties of Mayor Roche ought to be to 
wipe it out of existence. . 

A new detective system far less costly can 
be established on a better pian. 

The Central Station plan ought to be aban- 
doned. Three or four detectives might be 
assigned to duty at each of the stations lo- 
cated in districts where crime is most preva- 
lent, to act under the orders of the Captain 
or Lieutenant of the station, as the case 
might be. Capt. Hathaway could use three 
or four, so could Capt. O'Donnell. Lieuts. 
Bowler, Schumacher, and Duffy need 
the services of detectives in their dis- 
tricts. Schaack and O’Donnell could devise a 
scheme in half a day which would result in a 
saving of $20,000 to the city and be more 
effective at the same time. 


TRADES-UNION REVOLTS. 

Revolt against the tyranny of the leaders 
of trades unions and their walking delegates 
is spreading. A significant meeting was 
held in New York a few days ago, when a 
large body of shoemakers determined to 
withdraw from the Knights of Labor and 
form. the Manufacturing Shoemakers’ 
Benevolent and Protective Union, No. 1.“ 
The cause of this action was *he order of the 
notorious Master Workman Quinn of the 
equally notorious District Assembly No. 49 to 
strike without any provocation, The fore- 
man of one of the large shoe factories calied 
the workmen together, explained the situa- 
tion, and used the following forcible lan- 
guage, which should be read by the members 
of every trades union in the country: “It is 
“time workmen put down these men. It 
_ nee to this: that these men must be cur- 

‘tailed of their power to issue edicts affect- 
“ing men who oppose them in their schemes. 
“IT do not propose that my little ones, Uke 
“those of the longshoremen, shall be re- 
“duced to want to please the loafers in the 
“Knights of Labor, against whom we now 
„% propose to act.“ The result of this declara- 
tion for fair play was the exodus of the shoe- 
makers from their loca] assembly in a body 
and their emancipation from the tyranny of 
the walking delegates and labor agitators. 

Following closely upon the heels of this 
exodus a revolt has broken out among the 
tin and sheet-iron workers against this same 
District Assembly No. 49 which promises a 
similar result. Matthew Barr, the Master 
Workman of Local Assembly No. 1,655, has 
issued an official statement, which begins:

A MALICIOUS RAILROAD CONSPIRACY. 

The petition of the Pacific railroads fora 

suspension of the short-haul rule is brazen in 
‘its impudence. In considering the applica- 
tion it is to be hoped the Inter-State Com- 
mission will get down to the bottom of the 
matter and uncover the conspiracy in which 
these roads have enlisted in their efforts to 
avoid compliance with the new law and 
maintain extortionate robber rates on the 
people of the West. ‘For instance, the re- 
vised tariffs of these lines show an increase 
from Pittsburg to San Francisco from the 
old rate of from 50 to 65 cents per hundred 
pounds to $2.75. Speaking generally, the 
rates on Pacific coast traffic are from 300 to 
700 per cent higher since the new law went 
into effect than they were before. There has 
been no decrease of short-haul rates, but an 
outrageous advance on long hauls. 

The seven-fold increase on Pacific coast 

traffic is made for the express purpose of 
avoiding any interference with the short- 
haul charges from intermediate points. The 
Paciflo roads claim that their revised tariffs 
show direct Compliance with the short-haul 
rule, but what have they to say in respect 
to the requirement of the Inter-State Com- 
mission that charges in every case and for 
every kind and class of service shall be rea- 
sonable and just If goods have been car- 
ried at a profit from Pittsburg to San Fran- 
cisco at 65 cents per hundred pounds, what 
sort of short-haul gouge 1s it to charge seven 
times as much for hauling the same kind of 
goods half, two-thirds, or three-fourths 
the distance over the same lines? 
This is the kind of extortion maintained 
by the Pacific roads on the people beyond the 
Missouri River and east of San Francisco, 
and which they propose to continue even if it 
becomes necessary to crush out their best 
customers and apply the same exorbitant 
rates to the traffic from the coast. Rather 
than lower local robber rates the Pacific sub- 
sidized roads proceed to increase long-haul 
charges 700 per cent, and as this amounts to 
an utter prohibition of the larger part of the 
Pacific coast business the transcontinental 
lines have applied for a dispensation that will 
enable them to levy on both long and short 
hauls all that the traffic will bear! Railroads 
conducted on such predatory, carnivorous, or 
boodle principles are a nuisance and a pub- 
lic curse, and their managers should be made 
to feel the penalties of the law. Let the 
Inter-State Commission show the fel- 
lows who are attempting to wreck 
the new act that they are making 
not the law but themselves odious. The 
whole rascally business of doubling and 
quadrupling long haulsin order to preserve 
extortionate rates between terminals and 
make the public pay tribute on tons of 
watered stock must be broken up. The sub- 
sidized companies which have steadily cheat- 
ed the Government of its dues are the worst 
of all the robbers in advancing long-haul 
rates. 
It was expected that transcontinental traffic 
might call for some modification of the short- 
haul rule, but the monstrous action of the 
Pacific roads deprives them of all title to con- 
sideration, and the question of suspending 
the fourth section in their favor should be 
laid aside until their local rates are cut down 
to a reasonabie and just level. If the com- 
mission cannot or will not do this, then Con- 
gressmen must be elected and destroyed on 
this issue. The greedy, insolent, law-defy- 
ing Pacific roads are leading off in the effort 
to wreck the new National Railroad law, and 
the issue may as well. be met now as at any 
other time. 


Senator Crawrorp’s County Board bill, 
amended as described in Taz Tumor Tues- 
day, was advanced to a third reading in the 
Senate yesterday and passed that body. This 
insures its early passage by the. House, as 
Mr. Crafts has, it is understood, agreed to 
substitute the Crawford amended bill for his 
own County Board bill when the latter is 
taken up for a second reading. 

The Crawford bill provides for the election 
of fifteen Commissioners next November, 
who are to hold office for one year. Fifteen 
Commissioners will be elected in November, 
1888, and biennially thereafter. The object 
of this biennial plan isto have the election 
of Commissioners at the same time as the 
Congressional elections, so as to insure a full 
vote and save the expense of elections in the 
off years—for when the County Board bill is 
passed it is tobe presumed that some meas- 
ures will be taken to change the time of elec- 
tion of the three Judges of the Superior 
Court whose terms expire in the off years, 
so that their successors shall be chosen with 
Congressmen, Commissioners, and other 
county officers. 

The best provision of the Crawford bill, 
however, is that in reference to the election 
of a President of the board by a vote of the 
people of the whole county. Asthe county 
members insisted on two Commissioners’ dis- 
tricts—the city with ten members and the 
county outside the city with five—this pre- 
sented a very knotty problem. Mr. Craw- 
ford, however, seems to have found the solu- 
tion. His amendment provides that every 
voter can designate on his ballot the candi- 
date for Commissioner whom he wishes to be 
President of the board. The choice in case of 
a city elector need not necessarily be one of 
the city candidates. A city elector can vote 
for a county candidate, and vice versa. The 
candidate having the highest number of votes 
for President will be declared elected. He 
will be almost invariably the candidate of the 
successful party in the county. The Presi- 
dent will be the fifteenth Commissioner. The 
County Budget bill, which is supplementary 
to the Crawford bill and which is sure to 
pass, confers on the officer thus chosen ex- 
ecutive and veto power such as is now exer- 
cised by the Mayors of cities under the Gen- 
eral Incorporation act. It makes the Presi- 
dent in fact, though notin name, the Mayor 
of the county. 

Senator Crawford has submitted the 
amendment in reference to the election of 
President to the strictest constructionists in 
the State, and they have pronounced it con- 
stitutional.

Among these is the Moniteur de Rome, 
which is very friendly to the cause of home 
rule. Asto this paper, the Archbishop sig- 
nificantly said: “ His Holiness, of course, is 
“inno way personally responsible for the 
“articles which appear in it.

It would seem that the Tories, backed up 
* as they are by the dissentient Liberals, are 
determined to force the bill through Parlia- 
% ment. They may do so; but beyond a 


“doubt the main practical results of their 


insane proceeding will be the substitution 
** of a network of more or less secret organ- 
“ izations, spread out all over Ireland, in 
“place of the present open, constitutional 
organisation of the league.” None the less 
the Tories will go on with their insane pro- 
ceeding to sacrifice the liberty of the Irish 
people. 


Tae Paris Rothschilds are reported to have 


invested two million pounds sterling in the 


petroleum business which centres at Baku, 
and already have a hundred tank steamers 
running on the Caspian Sea, with another 
ten ordered to be constructed this year. The 
latest report in connection with the business 
is that a pipe line 600 miles in length is being 
planned to carry the oil from Baku to Batum, 
the port on the Black Sea which was closed 
by Russia about a year ago. Recent develop- 
ments may be accepted asindicating that this 
no “cl6ture,”’ which was interpreted to 
mean war with England, was really taken as 
a part ot the program agreed upon for the 
supply of the East with rock oil, and that the 
step may prove more disastrous to an impor- 
tant American industry than to the political 


power of Great Britain. The competition of 


Russian with American oil is already so close 
as to have caused a large decline in the sell- 
ing value of the article, while the cheapness 
of the former has reduced the price for seal 
and whale oils in the Russian markets to lit- 
tle more than one-third of what they sold at 
afew yearsago. What will be the result 
with a new competitor in the fleld is difficult 
to say. The oil fields of Burmah, which have 
recently been annexed by Great Britain, 
are estimated to be equal to the 
supply of the present consumption 
of India, with a liberal quantity 
to spare for China. The annual production 
of crude mineral oil, which is now estimated 
at fully 1,500,000,000 gallons, may be expected 
to rise speedily to 2,000,000,000 galions, and 
the result may be a revolution not only in 
some departments of commerce, but aiso in 
manufactures. A restriction of the export 
movement from the United States by the 
competition of the Russian and Burmese 
product may lead toan éxtensive use of the 
article as a fuel in this country. It already 
enters into the manufacture of burning gas, 
and may be freely used in the near future as 
awelcome substitute for coal both in the 
home and the factory.

A MANIFESTO FROM THE BAKERS. 

The Executive Committee of the International 
Bakers’ Union No. 49, met at No. 105 North Wells 
street 82 The main business of the meet 
ing was the wailing ofa mainfesto formulated 
by this. union and its town organization, which 
meets at No.54 West Lake street. Some thousands 
of these documents had been printed. They were 
in English and German, the seal of the union—a 
wheatsheaf—being well displayed at the bottom. 


It ran as follows: 

“ Jo — 4 „ We, the Bakers’ Union 
No. 49 of Ch of the National Journeymen 
Bakers’ Union of the United States, have resolved 
that from May 1, 1887, ten hours shall constitute 
a day'’sowork, except Saturda ys, when twelve 
hours shall constitute a day’s work; that six 
days shall constitute a week's work, 80 
that in various — the Sunday work 
for cake bakers be done away with; 
that no employer ‘shall board his e 
nor shall the employee live with em- 
ployer, but that the employer shall his em- 

loyés $4 per week for board; that no " er shall 
coe unload flour; that the employers shall be 
duty bound to request their employés to join the 
Bakers’ Union No. 49. And we request the strict 
adherence of the above resolutions. The com- 
mittee of the Bakers’ Union No. 49 and Trade 
and Labor Assembly will call on you in afew 
days to obtain your signature to the foregoing.” 

t was ascertained that acopy of this manifes- 
to will be sent to every employer and employé 
in the city, and that any boss who refused to 
8 it will de immediately boycotted and his 
men called out. It is sta also that no attempt 
will be made at this time fora higher scale of 
wages, that no general strike among the bakers 
1s imminent, though considerable disturbance is 
expected in shops where the boss will refuse 50 


NOTES.
